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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The declaration filed on 29 April 2005 under 37 CFR 1 .131 is sufficient to 
overcome the Davila et al. reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 3, 5-8, 13, and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Minehart, US #5,915,734. 

4. Minehart teaches a greeting card comprising a foldable greeting card portion 
having front panel 24 and rear panel 25 (Figure 2) hingedly connected along a fold line 
but otherwise unattached to each other, indicia 53 on at least one panel, gift card 43 
having a coded portion v\^ith coded information thereon, and coupling means 13 for 
temporarily securing the gift card to one of the panels. The gift card overlies a face area 
on one panel and the front panel conceals the card when the greeting card is folded 
(Figure 1 ). The outside and inside surfaces of the front panel include indicia, and all 
other surfaces of card 12 may be used to carry words, designs, or other decorative or 
greeting items (column 5 lines 36-39). Any of these panels provides an area adapted to 
permit an inscription to be written thereon. The sizes of the panels of the greeting card 
are larger than the gift card. 
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5. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to place 
indicia on the face where the gift card is secured since all surfaces of the card may be 
used to carry indicia. 

6. The indicia printed on the card correspond to a particular occasion (column 5 
lines 44-45). 

7. The coded portion is a CD, which is scannable. 

8. The particular type of information included in the scannable information includes 
numbers (song numbers) that are considered to be personal identification numbers. 
Also, this particular type of information included does not provide any new or unobvious 
relationship between the indicia and the substrate. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to provide numbers on the CD if it is so desired to convey this 
type of information. 

9. Regarding claim 5, Minehart does not teach using adhesive to secure the gift 
card to the greeting card, however adhesive is a well known attaching means. It would 
have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to utilize adhesive to 
retain the gift card in the greeting card as an alternative attaching means. 

1 0. Regarding claim 8, the gift card may be an audio cassette (column 3 lines 61 ), 
which includes a magnetic strip. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 9-1 2 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.

1 2. Applicant's arguments, see response, filed 29 April 2005, with respect to the 
rejection(s)of the claim(s) under Davila et al. have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Minehart.
